Washington, March 8.—(Special.)—The in- 
dications now are that the senate will pass 
the Cannon resolution appropriating $90,- 
000,000 for war measures without any more 
debate than senators will require to place 


themselves on record as determined to: 
sustain the wishes of the chief executive. 

The bill will come up the first thing 
in the morning, and when the senate | 
hes acted congress will have acceded | 
to the request of the president that — 
this immense emergency fund be! 
placed in his hands for purposes of | 
national defense, and then the respon- 
sibility, not only for its proper ex~ | 
penditure, but for the development of 
a definite policy in the present inter- 
national complications will be placed 
with the president. 

It was by a unanimous vote that the 
house passed the bill today and almost 
before the ink was dry on the paper the 
bill had been placed before the senate and 
referred to its committee on appropriations, 
which at once agreed unanimously to sub- 
mit it favorably reported. 

There was not a dissenting voice in the 
discussion, if it may be called that, of the | 
Measure when before the house today. It 
Was the very general sentiment on both 
sides of the chamber that there was no 
heed of going throvgn even the formality 
of discussing the measure, but the com- 
mittee on appropriations had decided that 
it would be better to allow opportunity for 
members to give a brief expression to their 
views, principally for the reason that this 
Was the best way to serve notice upon the 
World that upon questions of foreign pol- 
ley when a crisis in which national honor 
is_ at stake presents itself there are no 
factiona] divisions, but that we are a unit- 
ed people.

significant. Coming as it does from a 
leading republican senator, it lays bear 
the whole scheme which is back of this 
play for delay. 

Senator Chandler, in the course of his in- 
terview, says: 


“T cannot doubt that the president has 
made up his mind very soon to take the 
necessary steps toward the desired end and 
not to wait until a time when it will be 
said that he does it merely in order to get 
up a war scare and save the 1898 elections 
to the republican party.’’ 


This statement has created widespread 
comment here. 


Senator Bacon Reviews Situation. 


Speaking of it to me, Senator Bacon 
said: 

“It looKs now very much as if we will 
have war—not because there is anything in 
the situation which necessarily requires 
war, but because it is to the interest of 
the dominant parties both in the United 
States and in Spain to have war. In con- 
sequence both in this country and in Spain, 
the constant tendency is toward those 
things which will produce war and not 
toward those which will prevent it. 

The word has gone out that the re- 
publican party will beyond a‘doubt be 
defeated in the fall elections upon the 
public questions now befcre the peop‘e, 
and leading republican newspapers are 
openly advocating a rupture with Spain 
as the only way to save the party. 
Of course when the war comes the rup- 
ture will not be on the political lines 
nor upon grounds of party necessity, 
but will be put on grounds which w ll 
necessarily require all parties to sup- 
port the war issues. But if it were not 
for these political interests the war 
would, in my opinion, be avoided. It 
could be done if authorities both in 
Spain and the United States wished to 
preserve peace. 


‘There is enough in the Maine incident 
and .the issues which grow out of it to 
justify war, but if it were not for this 
political party necessity, both here and in 
Spain, there could be a way found to ad- 
just matters without war and with preser- 
vation of national] honor. 

“As it is tMere scems to b@ a determina- 
tion on each side to so place the other side 
as to leave no Alternative but war. 

“They wil) be smart enough so to 
velop -the issues that everybody will be 
obliged @® support the war as a patriotic 
duty, but the real cause of the war, if 
republican newspapers are to be credited, 
will be, all the sgme. for party advantage. 

“Tf there shouid be war it will be popu- 
lar. All wars are popular so long as tney 
‘ast. nevertheless it is not to the interest 
of the south to have war. The people of 
the north. if it should be a great war, 
might grow rich because they manufac- 
ture arms and munitions of war, ciothing 
and other army supplies and make vast 
food products. all of which woud be en- 
hanced in price.”’ 

On the other hand, the products of 
the south would in the main decrease 
beth in demand and in price, Hence 
I think the southern people ought to 
be urged to make preparation for the 
most liberal food products this year. 

“Tl serious.y deprecate the probability of 
war and wiil be sincerely gratified if it 
can be avoided. At the same time it is en- 
tirely possible that those who are engineer- 
ing the matter may so shape and present 
the issues that every one will be required 
as a patriotic duty to favor the war, how- 


ever much he may regret the necessity.

ALL ROADS WILL ENTER ATLANTA IF WAR SHOULD BE 
DECLARED BETWEEN SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—,Special.)—There is every indi- 
cation that the war department has determined upon Atlanta 
as the point for the mobilization of land troops in the event of 


war with Spain.

NOT A VOTE AGAINST THE BILL. 


Every Member of the House Gave the 
Measure Enthusiastic Support.

Washington, March 8.—In a spirit of pa- 
triotism, with eloquent words ringing in 
their ears, every member of the house of 
representatives today responded to the 
president’s first call to meet the Spanish 
situation by casting his vote for a Dill 
placing in President McKinley’sa hands 
$30,000,000 to be experded at his discretion 
for the national defense. 

Party lines were swept away, and 
with a unanimous voice congress voted 
its confidence in the administration. 
Meany members who were paired with 
absent colleagues took the responsi- 
bility of breaking their pairs, an un- 
precedented thing in legislative an- 
nals, in order that they might go on 
record in support of this vast appro- 
priation to maintain the dignity and 
heror of their country. 

Speaker Reed, who as the presiding offi- 
cer, seldom votes except in case of a tie, 
had his name called and voted in his ca- 
pacity as a representative. 

The scene of enthusiasm which greeted 
the announcement of the vote—ayes $11, 
nays 0@—has seldom been paralleled in the 
house. 

All day the galleries were jammed with 
enthusiastic spectators applauding the pe- 


triotism of the words of eloquence which 


were uttered by the members on the floor. 
The speeches were all brief. Although four 
hours were allowed for debate, so great 
Was the pressure for time that no one 
member was given more than five minutes, 
and most of them had to content them- 
selves with a beggarly fraction of a minute. 
In all fifty-nine speeches were made. 
With one acclaim, members from 
the north, south, east and west, the 
states ani territories, the battle-scar- 
red veterans of the union and confede- 
rate armies, all joined in proclaiming 
their support of the country’s chief 


magistrate in the face of a possible 


foreign war.

‘““‘We have the money in the Areas- 
ury to meet this appropriation if it 
is expended,” he continued, “and 
therefore there is not presented with 
this proposition one to borrow money 
or increase taxation, to which almost 
any other nation on earth would have 
been obliged to resort.”

Havana, March 8.—Consul General Lee 
received a cablegram from Admiral Sicard 
at Key West tonight stating that the 
United States cruiser Montgomery sailed 
from that port this evening at 5:40 o’clock. 

She ought to reach here this morning by 
7 o'clock. 

Captain Sigsbee has advised Admiral 
Manterola, as did also Consul General Lee, 
of the expected incoming of the cruiser 
and a buoy has been consigned to her, 
where the Fern was moored. 

The buoy is near the wreck, for the 
convenience of Captain Sigsbee and Lieu- 
tenant Commander Wainwright in their 
supervision of the divers and wreckers. 

A smal! number of tourists who f::vé6 
been detained by the health regulations, ex- 
pect to leave by the Olivette tomorrow. 
But there will be no general exodus of 
Americans. 

Lee Before Court of Inquiry. 

The court of inquiry did little today. 
Consul General Lee was briefly examined 
and also one diver. Considerable t’nie was 
spent on the wreck. 

Captain Sampson listened patiently to 
various theories propounded by newspaper 
men and others as to the causes of the 
explosion and also to statements as to 
hawsers found fn the harbor and boiler fron 
on the shore. Evidently’he attached little 
importance to any of these stories, but he 
intimated that he would investigate any 
that he deemed worthy. 

The Spanish divers put in a good day's 
work, examining chiefly the forward part 
of the wreck of the starboard side. Captain 
Pera!, of the Spanish court of inquiry, 
was at the wreck in a boat for some time 
during the afternoon. 

The orders for the Bache were changed at 
the tust moment to Dry Tortugas instead 
of Key West. If there was any signifi- 
cance in this fact, it has not been made 
public. 

American Boat a Prisoner. 
ne Spanish gunboat Ardilla captured in 
an iniet near Casilda on the south coast 
of Cuba, teday the American schooner 
Esther, of Edenton, N. C., bound from 
Pensacola to Jamaica. 

The captain of the schooner was asked 
to give the reason for the presence of his 
vessel in the inlet and claimed that his 
ruddcr was broken.

The sadness of the disaster con- 
tinues for Mme in the reception of great 
numbers of heart-broken appeals from the 
bereaved friends of the Maine’s crew. 

I have no time to think of my own trou- 
bles—in fact, they are dight by comparison 
with those of others. That the American 
people think that I have done my duty is 
more sustaining than I can express. 

“I would gladly send you a photograph of 
myself, but I have had none taken for 
about twelve years. Those that have ap- 
peared in the newspapers came from I 
know not where. I will see if I can get 
you a photograph of the wreck. Some 
€°od ones have been reproduced in the 
papers. 

“I am at present aboard the Fern. a 
small dispatch vessel. The Maine lies only 
a few y off, a distortea and wildly dis- 
ordered wreck, with a number of the bodies 


of her gallant dead down in the debris. 
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awaiting recovery, which is 
difficult. 

“How very sad and shocking it all is. I 
would take pleasure tn writing a long let- 
ter to you end my good friend, the cap- 
tain, but I am hard pressed with cor- 
respondence. 

“With my kindest regards to both of you 
and cordial thanks for your letter, I re-

SPAIN BUYS FIVE BATTLESHIPS. 


Three Nearly Completed Cruisers and 
Two Coast Defenders Secured. 
London, March 8.—The English newspa- 
pers today confirm the news of Spain’s pure 
warships. The St. James Ga- 
zette, which yesterday published the deni- 
als of the Spanish embassy and Spanish 
naval commission, which has an office in 

London, says today: 


“It is asserted on very high authority, | 
in spite of denials, that the Spanish gov- 
ernment has almost certainly succeeded in 
buying three nearly completed cruisers 
here and two coast defense vessels, which 
are about to be launched in France. Ex- 
perts are almost as much surprised at the 
success of Madrid in raising mgney as by 
the clever diplomacy which secured the 
Chilian and Brazillian crnisers of the Arm- 
strongs, at a cost believed to be a million 
pounds sterling, almost before the move 
Was suspected.”’

THIS DYNAMITE 


‘Hamlin, Manager of Dittmar Powder 
Works, Says He Seld It te Him. 


CUBAN MINES OF EXPLOSIVES 


Seems That Weyler Had Been Planning 
for Big Game All the While. 


STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST THE SPANIARDS 


There Is One Harbor on Cuban Coast 
Fairly Netted with a Chain of 


Dynamite Bombs. 


Birmingham, Ala, March 8.—(Special.)— 
“T sold Weyler’s agents 9,000 pounds of 
dynamite in November, 1896. At the same 
time 150 miles of rubber covered insulat- 
ed copper wire was purchased and sent to 
Cuba on the ship carrying the dynamite. 
This might have been used in the destruc- 
tion of the Maine three weeks ago tonigni, 
as it was pretty well established that Wey- 
ler was using this powerful explosive to 
form the most terrible naval destroyers of 
modern times.” 

This was the startling statement of Cap- 
tain G. F. Hamlin, general manager of the 
Dittmar powder works of New York, who 
is in this city on a business and pleasure 
trip. 

Continuing, he said: “I was first notified 
to go to Philadelphia. On Walnut street, 
in a seven-story building, and in the apart- 
ments of a Spanish army officer the trade 
was negotiated. No one knew the location 
of this officer. There was every evidence 
of secrecy and a dozen draughtsmen were 
making all character of drawings of Cuba 
under the direction of the officer. He in- 
sisted that I should personally see that the 
dangerous cargo was safe on board ship. 
There was some trouble in getting clear- 
ance papers from the Spanish consulate, 
and Weyler finally gave the necessary or- 
ders to that individual direct. The Ceballos 
line steamer Quiad Condal was selected 
to convey the dynamite. Orders to leave 
all passengers behind were given and the 
stuff was dragged on board from a tug 
while the steamer was under half speed. 
The loading wag finished just as we were 
off Sandy Hook.” 

Captain Hamlin hds also sold ammunition 
to the insurgents. He is a personal friend 
of the fearless captain of the Dauntless, 
and says the little craft has landed no 
less than twenty-five successful filibuster- 
ing expeditions in Cuba. 

“There is a harbor somewhere on the 
coast of Cuba where the Dauntless can 
poke its very nose on shore,” 
Captain Hamlin. Spanish war vessels know 
this harbor well. At the bottom there is a 
boiler filled with dynamite—a veritable 
mine that can be blown wp from the shore 
by an insurgent watchman who

Des Vouex, formerly governor of the Ba- 
hama islands and more recently governor 
of Hong Kong, in an interview today on 
the far eastern crisis, said Great Britain 
ought to immediately seize the opportunity 
of expressing cordial sympathy with tle 
United States in her efforts to secure au- 
tonomy for Cuba.

Rome, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—Willlam 
Jennings Bryan spoke to an audience at 
Nevin opera house tonight that completely 
filled the house, and many who applied for 
edmission were turned away. 

large parties were in attendance from 
Cedartown, Summerville, Dalton, Calhoun, 
Cartersville and many other nearby points, 
and a special train brought more than one 
hundred visitors from points up and down 
the Carroliton, Rome and Columbus rail- 
road, as well as smaller parties from other 
points along the Southern. 

Never in the history of the city has such 
a demonstration been given any one man 
here, and it was evident early in the 
morning from telegrams received that the 
house could not accommodate the crowds. 
There was some talk of changing the 
place of speaking from the wupera house, 
but that was not thought practical, and 
so the original programme was adhered to. 

Entertained at Dinner. 

Mr. Bryan is the guest of Mr. J. Lindsay 
Johnson, at his elegant suburban home in 
East Rome, and was tendered a very swell 
dinner at 6 o’clock by Mr. Johnson. Twenty 
of the most prominent gentlemen in Rome 
were invited, and all were driven to the 
theater immediately at its conclusion.

Comments upon local subjects. 

Mr. Bryar said that he had great con- 
sideration for one who honestly differed 
With him, and that it vas worse than 
useless to try to make a man believe in 
anythihe that would work harm to him. 
He spoke of the conditions before 1873 sand 
Bince, and review2d the work of our lew- 
Makers before and since that time. He 
said that the wealth-producing masses had 
never indorsed the gold standard, and was 
Pained to see that a handful of money 
changers could determine the policy of 
eevernment for 73,000,000 people, free and 
independent Americans. 


Those Who Favored Gold. 


Mr. Bryan said that the few who favored 
the gold standard were the ones who 
profited by it, and that it was not right 
for a few foreigners who had no sympathy 
for us to dominate us. He said that the 
People who hoevled the loudest for “honest 
money” were the ones who really wanted it 
less. A dollar could not advance in value 
unless property depreciated. He _ did not 
take any stock in the contention 
that there was plenty of money in_ the 
country, and said that everybody was 
always glad to see more money and sorry 
to see any going away. The two arguments 
of the goldbugs were that too many men 
Were sitting in the shade insisting upon 
the government supporting them and that 
the country was suffering from over-pro- 
duction. Rimetallists insists that there 
must be more money in circulation, and 
that a system embracing the use of both 
Metals should be used.

It seems that, 
as usual, there was quite a crowd around 
the store and the chief, who was drinking

theavily, engaged in a row with a number 


of those around and was only prevented 
from receiving a severe whipping by my 
father’s interference. 

“Shortly after we moved to Fayette I 
aitended the village academy at Fayette- 
ville and was first taught by that grand 
old preceptor, Dr. Patton, and received a 
go00d common school education. At an 
early age I studied law under Nathaniel 
Blanchard at. Fayetteville and at twenty- 
one years of age I was admitted to the bar 
at Newnan, Coweta, county, by Judge Hi- 
ram Warner and practiced for a number 
of years before I left that section. 

“In 1837 1] wes married to Miss 

lementine Butler and soon after- 
wards moved to McDonough, where I prac- 
ticed a short while. I left there to come 
to Griffin when it was yet in Pike eounty 
and the courts were held at Zebuion, the 
county site. The co-partnerships that I 
formed in my life were with Leonard T. 
Doyal, who died years ago, and with 8. C., 
McDaniel, who is now living in Atlanta 
and is preaching. I accepted no political 
preferment, but by hard work accumulat- 
ed considerable property, which was swept 
away by the civil war, and I had to com- 
mence over again. 

“Oh, as to politics,’’ said Mr. Alford, “I 
was an old line whig and am now a silver 
democrat.

‘In 1868 I moved to Marshall county, Ala- 
bama, near Guntersville, where I was 
ordained. and entered the ministry of the 
missionary Baptist church, preaching there

His sturdy frame bids fair to 
stand the ravages Of time to come, and 60 
long as he may live Mr. Alford will be 
honored and revered in Griffin and this sec- 
tion.

for life. They say time has greatly allayed 
the intensity of feeling against her, and 
many who would have been glad for her to 
have been hanged at the time she was 
first found guilty are now willing that her 
life should be spared. 

A prominent citizen of Twiggs county 
said to The Constitution correspondent to- 
day: 

“If I were Governor Atkinson I wouid 
not permit Mrs. Nobles to be executed. 
His commutation of her sentence would 
not 'be condemned by the people of Twiggs, 
and I say this as a man who thought at 
one time that Mrs. Nobles and the six 
others charged to have been impiicated 
with her in the murder should have been 
lynched at the scene of the tragedy and 
not carried to Jeffersonville for trial.” 

It is said that a petition for the com- 
mutation of Mrs. Nobles’s sentence has 
been circulated in Twiggs county and 
signed by a large number of citizens. It is 
further rumored that several of the jurors 
who convicted Mrs, Nobles had signed ihe 
petition for her commutation. It is said 
that the people of ‘l'wigzgs think that Gus 
Fambles should also receive commutation 
of Mrs. Nobles is commuted. Fambles has 
been sentenced to die on March 18th and 
Mrs. Nobles on March 25th.

The Nicaragua Canal. 

There is good reason to believe that 
the great commercial dream of this coun- 
try for some connecting waterway be- 
tween the gulf of Mexico and the Pacific 
ocean may be realized within the next 
generation, 

In the first place, this waterway is one

merce, and there is not apt to be any 
lack of agitation in regard to it until the 
enterprise has been successfully put 
through. At the present time the dis- 
tance by water from New York to San 
I’rancisco is 14.840 miles. When the pro- 
posed Nicaragua canal is completed this 
distance will be reduced to only 4,760 
miles.

The Com- 
mercial Advertiser of New York takes 
advantage of the occasion to hit “Ameri- 
can free traders” a diff by asking how a 
union, trust, or pool of any sort can ex- 
ist where there is no protective tariff. 

As a matter of course, there are a few 
free traders -Sho seem to believe that a 
high tariff br¢eds trusts, but a high tar- 


iff, a low tary¥, or no tariff has nothing 
whatever to do with the creation of

‘The tariff has no*jnfluence or effect 
on them one way or another. Wherever 
capital is gearce and hard to get, there 
the trusts ‘have the right of way.

The money fam- 
ine has been growing more and more 
acute in this country for the past five 
years, and the greater the famine, the 
livelier the business of forming trusts.

They are powerless to help 
themselves. They must do that or sac- 
rifice the capital they already have. 
They are at the mercy of circumstances 
over which they have no control. Ne- 
cessity drives them to it, except in those 
cases where the men who are respon- 
sible for the gold standard are using 
their ill-gotten gains to seize upon the 
productive industries of the country and 
the transportation lines. It was to 
make this feasible that silver was de- 
monetized. 
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If War Should Come. 

Every American citizen must devoutly 
hope that war with Spain may be avert- 
ed, if such is consistent with the preser- 
vation of our self-respect; but if war 
must come, we can cheer ourselves with 
the assurance that its good results will 
atone in some measure for its bloody 
sacrifices. 

To assert that victory is bound to 
perch upon our flag in the event of war 
with Spain is to state the rational con- 
viction of every candid man who be- 
stows the least thought upon the sub- 
ject. Of course Spain may succeed in 
inflicting serious injury upon us. Her 
fleet is strong and comparatively well 
equipped, and her tars, when once 
aroused, are good fighters; but there is 
absolutely no warrant for the fear that 
she will succeed in overcoming our own 
brave squadron. We have never been 
defeated in any former engagement with 
European foes. In the days of our na- 
tional weakness and inexperience, we 
managed to repel the British lion with- 
out sustaining any vital injury there- 
from, and now that we are strong and 
powerful, it is not likely that decrepit 
Spain can put into effect the cheap 
threats with which she _ has of late 
sought to intimidate us. If war comes 
Spain igs bound to rue it; within one 
month’s time victory will be ours. 

But in the event of war with Spain 
much more will be accomplished than 
the mere defeat and punishment of that 
despotic power. Spain has long taken 
fiendish pleasure in taunting us with the 
contemptuous declaration that we are 
tradesmen and shopkeepers on this side 
of the Atlantic, and that we are wholly 
unacquainted with the martial spigit 
which burns and blazes in the hearts of 
true Spaniards. Stuff and nonsense! 
While Americans have industriously ap- 
plied themselves to the arts of peace 
since the close of the late war between 
the states, and while commercial thrift 
has made them anxious to maintain in- 
timate relations with the world, it does 
not follow that their ears are deaf to 
the demands of honor, nor that Span- 
iards can insult them with impunity. If 
our present strained relations with 
Spain result in hostilities we will soon 
convince that power that American 
tradesmen and shopkeepers possess more 
genuine heroism to the square inch than 
the finest specimens of decayed nobility 
which she can muster. She will have 
no more to say in the future of Ameri- 
can tradesmen and shopkeepers. 

Still another good result of this threat- 
ened rupture with Spain will be the more 
complete unification of the American 
people. There still lingers in the coun- 
try on bofn sides of the old line some 
slight touch of sectionalism, but when 
the order to march against Spain is giv- 
en; the last vestige of sectionalism will 
disappear from the land and mutual 
brotherhood, will once more assert it- 
self under the folds of the star spangled 
banner. Already, in anticipation of 
hostilities, this desired consummation is 
beginning to shape itself. 


A Change All Around. 

It is stated that Senator Mills, in his 
letter announcing his retirement as a 
senatorial candidate, advocates free raw 
materials. This igs a queer positon for 
even a free trader to take unless he sees 
his way clear to abolishing all tariff du- 
ties. If these duties were abolished 
there would be no objection to free raw 
materials, but so long as there are any 
tariff duties for revenue, free raw ma- 
terials would be a discrimination in fa- 
vor of those who use them and against 
those who produce them, as in the case 
of coal and iron. 

To put the matter more simply, free 
raw materials constitute a tariff bonus 
to the manufacturers whod use them and 
a tax on those who produce them—and 
this tax doesn’t go into the treasury, 
but into the pockets of the manufactur- 
ers. Is this free trade? Is it contem- 
plated in a tariff for revenue only, or 
without the “only?” 

We think not. We do not think it 
can be justified by either free trade or 
tariff for revenue arguments. In fact, 
we have never seen any argument in 
favor of it. We have seen statements 
that raw materials ought to be untaxed, 
but the reason why, we have never seen 
set forth. 

Free raw materials canehave a place 
only in a tariff for protection. That is 
where they belong. and that is where 
Professor W. L. ‘Wilson placed them 
when, under the direction of Cleveland, 
he framed a tariff measure which looked 
forward hopefully toa treasury deficit of 
forty millions a year. 

We are sorry that Mr. Mills, in desert- 
ing democratic ‘principles, should not 
have remained true to a tariff for rev- 
enue only.

avenue improvements. A technical hin- 

@rance, which can be easily remedied, was 
found in the deeds donating the necessary 
frontage on Whitehall street, so this was 
geld over until Thursday, when Judge An- 
gerson, city attorney, to whom the matter 
eas referred, will render a report. The 
sum of $2,000 in work alone Was appro- 
priated for Edgewood avenue, although a 
minority report was signed by Messrs. Rice 
and Stephens, who opposed the appropria- 
tion. 

If looks, therefore, as if both streets will 
be Improved. There was not a dissenting 
yoice in the committee to the work on 
Whitehall street. Had it not been for the 
fact that some of the deeds Gonate property 
on different conditions of improvements, the 
resolution would have passed yesterday 
afternoon without any trouble. Some of 
the property owners want asphalt and 
some brick on the street. The resolution 
appropriating a sufficient sum ror the pur- 
chase of condemned property will probably 
pe passed Thursday, and there is now no 
reason why the work on Whitehall street 
should not begin in the near tuture, if the 
‘property owners consent to the same kind 
of improvements. A large number of prom- 
inent citizens residing on that thorough- 
fare were present to ask that the resolu- 
tion be passed. 

Mr. J. J. Maddox spoke at length, argu- 
ing that Whitehall street needs improve- 
ment badly; that if widened it would be- 
come one of the most attractive thorough- 
fares in the city, and that it would com- 
plete the driveway between Hapeville and 
Buckhead. Mr. Joel Hurt, who represents 
20 feet frontage on Whitehall, was heartily 
in favor of the plan, but wanted to know 
if the street was to be made 6 feet wide 
to the railroad crossing. Mr. Maddox 
stated the plans as now drawn made the 
street oo feet wide for a distance of only a 
block and a half this side of the crossing, 
explaining that this would not detract from 
the general appearance. Mr. Hurt waived 
all objections along this line, provided the 
street be raised to a uniform grade in the 
neighborhood of the bridge across the rail- 
road tracks. Mr. LaHatte moved that this 
be done, and the motion was unanimously 
adopted, 

An indemnity bond for $10,000, signed by 
J. J. Maddox, L. P. Thomes, Sr., T. H. 
Sappington and Clark Howell, Jr., Was 
presented to the committee, guaranteeing 
the total expense of purchasing condemned 
property would not exceed $2,500. The 
Whitehall street improvement, therefore, 
depends largely on the willingness of the 
Property Owners to reach a uniform agree- 
ment on improvements.

They stated 
that Senator Proctor had been “assassi- 
nated at Havana, and that the Alabama 
had had a fight with the Vizcaya and had 
whipped her and run her away: then had 
headed her off en route to Jacksonville, and 
was fighting again.

CITY MAY LIGHT 
STREETS WITH GAS 


Mayor Collier Holds an Important Con- 
ference Yesterday Morning. 


NEW LIGHT NOW ON TRIAL 


The Welsbach Company Anxious To 
Make Contract with Gity. 


IT WOULD BE A GREAT SAVING TO THE CITY 


It Is Claimed the Welsbach Would 
Give Much Better Satisfaction 
Than the Present System. 


may be adopted in this city for street 

lighting. A representative of the Wels. 
bach Gas Light Company called on Mayor 
Collier in his office yesterday morning and 
submitted a semi-proposition to the city to 
replace the present arcs with the new 
Welsbach lights at very reasonable prices. 

The firm is anxious to secure a contract 
with the city and has already placed 
several lights at various points for the in- 
spection of the electric light committee. 
One was stationed at the corner of Loyd 
and Rawson streets, another at the corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Pryor street, 
and were greatly admired by passersby 
and several members of the electric light 
committee. 

The new light is not quite as strong as 
the arc, but is much stronger than the in- 
candescents. It is claimed that three 
Welsbach lights in one block will light the 
street much better than an are one each 
corner. Under the present contract with 
the Georgia Electric Light Company two 
arcs cost $170 per annum. Three of the new 
lights at $32 apiece would amount to $%, a 
saving of $74 a block. 

The Welsbach light is 
power. The present ares are said to be 
2.000 candle power. The  incandescents 
seventy-five candle power. The new lights 
are so arranged with reflectors as to pro- 
duce almost as bright a light on the street 
as the arcs. 

Mayor Collier saw the new light in opera- 
tion in Columbus, O., some time ago and 
was very much pleased with it. He says 
{it is far ahead of the incandescent and 
believes if the company can sustain its 
claim the city should carefully investigate 
the matter with a view to adopting the 
Welsbach light. 

The mayor inspected one of the lighis 
last night and stated afterwards he thought 
the light came up to every claim made 
for it. 

The Welsbach people will make a strong 
effort to introduce the light here, but the 
present contract for street lighting would 
prevent a change at present. However, all 
new lights ordered in could be made of the 
new pattern, so it is sald, and on the ex- 
piration of the contract the new lights 
could be substituted for the arcs. 

In appearance the Welsback resembles 
the gas lamps of old. The posts sit on 
the edge of the sidewalks and the lamp 
presents a neat avdpearance. " 

The electric light committee will consider 
the matter at its next meeting and some 
action will no doubt be taken.

VERDICT AGAINST DR. CRUM. 


Jury Found for Coleman-Burden-War- 
then Co. $357.98 Damages. 


The jury in the case of Dr J. W. Crum 
against the Coleman-Burden-War‘hen 
Company, for $357.98 damages, caused by an 
alleged breach of contract, returned a ver- 
dict in favor of the wholesale company, 

Dr. Crum sued because of the failure of 
the wholesale house ‘to ship him a consign- 
ment of goods which he had ordered from 
them.

For their defenss the wholesale people said 
they discovered, after receiving the order, 
that the mercantile agencies had with- 
arawn the credit given Dr. Crum.

The editors 
discussed war and politics and the pub- 
fishers talked about linotypes and ‘quad- 
ruple presses. All spoke favorabiy of the 
object which had brought the together, 
and many old friendships were renewed 
as new arrivals recognized familiar faces 
in the throng about the clerk’s desk. It 
was a very genial gathering, too, and the 
editors who talke@ about war were in just 
as bappy @ humor as the publishers who 
speculated, on the price of ink. 

At noon they all assembled in the ball- 
room, on the third floor, where Mr. Clark 
Howell made them a little speech of wel- 
come, and introduced to them Mr. George 
W. Qchs a# temporary chairman. Mr. 
Ochs thanked the delegates for honoring 
him with that position, but said he was 
not prepared to make any speech. The sug- 
gestion which had brought about the meet- 
ing, he thought, was known and appre- 
ciated by all his héarers, and he wae 
@lad that none of them had come prepared 
with any fixea ideas as to what should be 
done.
